county, and son of the late L Ludekens, 
for several

supervisor

A shocking accident 
occurred 
at 
the 


Mitchell mine 
near Pine 
Grove 
last 


Monday morning. 
Charles 
Lukedens 


was in charge of the saw mill recently 
installed at this 
mine. 
While opera- 


ting the same on the morning in ques- 
tion he reached 
under the saw 
while 


it was in motion to 
clear 
away some 


bark. 
While so doing his right hand 


came in contact 
with the teeth, and 
in 


an instant the hand 
was cut off in a 


diagonal direction from the base of the 
thumb to the little finger. 
The 
blood 


spurted in a stream 
from the severed 


artery. 
Fellow employes realized 
the 


danger of death from hemorrhage 
unless 


prompt 
measures 
were 
adopted 
to 


staunch 
the 
flow of blood. 
Bandages 


were tied tightly around the arm below 
the shoulder, 
and in this way the blood 


was controlled in a great measure. 
The 


injured man was brought to Jackson 
as 


soon as possible. At the county hospital 
Drs Endicott and Gall at once 
decided 


that amputation 
of 
the 
hand 
was 
the 


proper thing, and the operation was per- 
formed at once, the hand being taken off 
at the wrist. The operation was entirely 
successful, 
and the patient is doing 
as 


well as 
could be expected. 
The victim 


is a married man, 
having a 
wife and 


one child dependent 
upon his earnings. 


He was industrious and steady, 
and the 


lamentable accident 
is deplored by the 


whole 
community, 
rendering 
him 


crippled for life.

made a pretty thorough examination of the revenue receipts 
and disbursements 
in the various branches 
of the 
county 


government 
as shown on the face of the account books of the 


respective officials. His search was evidently aimed at the dis- 
covery of clerical inaccuracies 
or oversights, which are almost 


sure to be found in any complex 
bookkeeping, and which do 


not involve intentional wrong-doing. 
Such mistakes are ex- 


pected, as inseparable 
from human endeavor. 
Where nothing 


more than such 
clerical irregularities 
are 
expected 
to be 


unearthed, 
the proposition of uncovering them is a losing 


game from the standpoint of the taxpayers. 
The experience 


we have just had in the expert business is an emphatic illus- 
tration of this point. 
Fifteen 
months 
have 
been consumed 


in the make-up of the document 
presented 
to the board of 


supervisors this month, and the total cost, at $5 per diem, 
has run up to the neighborhood 
of $1200. 
The outcome is 


a statement 
of errors against the county of $67.68, 
and in 


favor of the county of $43.03. 
From this itappears 
that ifa 


settlement 
is ever had, and the pro and 
con? of the account 


squared, the county willbe the net gainer 
of $24.65 —exclu- 


sive of the cost of the expert's 
per 
diem. In other words, 


it costs about $1200 to collect $24,65, or an outlay of about 
$50 for every dollar recovered. 
Now if this lopsided result 


included the entire field that ought to be covered by a report 
of this character inorder to convince 
the people that public 


interests have been fully safeguarded 
by official conduct dur- 


ing tht four years under investigation, it would not be such 
a bad proposition after all. Itis sometimes a sound business 
venture to take a 50 to 1 risk to find out that 
one's 
affairs 


are in good shape. 
But the 
report in question 
carries 
no 


such satisfactory 
impression; 
on 
the contrary, it conveys 


the impression that there is something 
wrong from a legal 


viewpoint. 
Indeed itis expressly stated that many bills have 


been allowed and paid that 
were not properly itemized—a 


very serious 
charge. 
This is nothing new. 
It has been 


ventilated in the columns of the Ledger 
time and again. 


But the unaccountable 
part is that the report fails to go into 


details concerning 
these 
defective 
and improperly allowed 


claims. 
Not s sample claim is cited, nothing but generali- 


zation is indulged in, and the taxpayers 
who have to foot the 


expert's per diem are left in the dark as 
to who 
were the 


beneficiares 
of these faulty claims. 
To have 
ripped 
up this 


subject to the core would have had a 
wholesome 
effect upon 


county affairs that itis hardly possible to overestimate 
The 


lead followed might have widened 
out into bonanza propor- 


tions, throwing into the shade the clerical discrepancies 
cited 


in the report. 
Perhaps the expert acted in accordance 
with 


instructions as to the scope of his investigations. 
Be that as 


itmay, tbe report stops short on the threshold of the most 
fertile territory. 
Taxpayers 
would like to know from an 


official source whether items have been charged inaccordance 
with the terms 
of existing contracts or rates which are mat- 


ters of records. 
Glaring instances 
ofovercharges 
have been 


pointed out at different times, 
charging that graft 
was 
far 


from being an unknown science in the affairs of local govern- 
ment. 
But such delicate topics are ignored entirely, or else 


flippantly dismissed with the remark about claims not being 
properly itemized or verified. 


This latest dose of "experting" is certainly the limit.The 


demand for bread has been answered by the proffer of a stone. 
And in this expression ofopinion we venture 
to say we are 


voicing the verdict of nine-tenths 
of the taxpayers. 
In face 


of this frittering away ofpublic funds, it is high time the 
employment of an expert were 
fenced 
around withstringent 


laws, defining its scope, the time 
to bz occupied 
by the ex- 


pert, and the limitof compensation he shall receive according 
to population directly concerned by the investigation.

have

adopted the plan. 
During almost every 


twenty four hours in the 
year, there is 


sufficient wind stirring for several hours 
to keep one of the air-motors 
running, 


and during that time considerable 
water 


can be pumped. 
With two or three 
of 


these mills a fine garden patch might be 
irrigated, and water is the 
great essen- 


tial for fruit and 
vegetable 
raising 
in 


these foothills. 
The 
soil and climate 


we have, and there is ample water to be 
had with small 
outlay for windmills. 


This would place the rancher on an 
in-

Many people eat cranberry sauces 
with turkey m ore because they are 
considered th e proper cue llnipflt than 
because they especially like them, b u t 
they are a very flue condiment for all 
meats. 
One of the m ost important points In 
cooking them Is to use only porcelain 
or earthen dishes, never use tin or 
metal, and they are better the day a f t­ 
er they are cooked, but should be kept. 
In glass er earthenw are dishes. 
The following recipe will be found 
very toothsom e: O n e quart cranberries, 
one pound o f sugar, a pint of w ater. 
Roll the w ater and sugar together for 
five minutes, skim , add berries and 
cook slowly w ithout stirring or burn­ 
ing until the berries are thoroughly 
cooked and tender. 
They can also bo 
made Into m arm alade that can bo slic­ 
ed with a knife. 
Candled, they can 
hardly bo told from candied m erries. 
The cranberry is the Thanksgiving 
berry par excellence, but there Is all 
the difference in the world in the w ay 
it is cooked. O ne of the most appetiz­ 
ing ways Is to Jelly them. Now while 
seeds and skins are tender there is no 
better way, w hich Is one of the ensl- 
est possible to remember. Wash nnd 
look over the berries, removing an y 
that are soft or imperfect. Put Into n 
porcelain or gran ite kettle that has 
not chipped and sprinkle over them 
half as much sugar as you have b er­ 
ries. 
On top of the sugar crust pour 
gently half a m uch water as you have 
used sugar. T h u s if you are cooking a 
quart of cranberries you would need n 
pint of sugar and a half plat, or one 
cup, of water. Cook very slowly. W hen 
they break into a boil cover just a 
few moments, but not long, as you do 
not wish the skins to burst. Than i;u- 
cover and cook gently until lender. 
Pour into a mold. When cold the juice 
will be firm, inclosing the berries, 
which will be soft, but retain their 
form. 
Candied cranberries are most deco­ 
rative and can be used in place of tlio 
more expensive candied cherries. Cook 
in the same w ay ninl with the sam e 
proportions of su g ar and water as fo r 
the jellied cranberries. When tender, 
but not nt all broken, take a skew er 
or darning needle, pick out the plum p 
whole berries, spread oil an oiled p la t­ 
ter and set in the sunshine or w arm ­ 
ing oven until dry.
